What if they might auceed ? We 
can imagine what the aituation 
might bwome from what it waa be¬ 
fore tradea uniona were permitted 
by employera or countenanced by 
the law. ' It lice in full view only 
thirty ycara behind ua. There were 
organiaationa of labor in England 
before either the law or the employ- 
m who made the late, tolerate 
them. The uniona were aecret and 
their proceedinga partook inevitably 
of the nature of the very “conapi- 
racy” with which the law eras fram¬ 
ed and entitled to prevent They 
worked quietly along-_conatrucbve, 
educational linea, which came to the 
aurface eventually ih eqrpriaing 
atrength and triumph^ Aa early as 
1800 the battle royal waa aet in 
England. Open ernployera’ aaaocia- 
tiona were pitted a^nat the secret, 
hesause unlawful, labor organiia- 
tions. Lockouts and atrikea, per- 
eonal violence and wrecking of pro¬ 
perty, the intimidation of thoee wil¬ 
ling’to work, end the peraocution of 
those unwilling to diaorganiie, are 
the concomitants of the ul too fam¬ 
iliar aituation. 

The anti-combination laws, to the 
enactment and rigid enforcement of 
which the employers’ aaaociationa 
gave their energy, influence and 
money, grew for more than a half 
century in their prohibitary strin¬ 
gency against all ormiaationa of 
working men which ' .d for their 
purpose the determination of the 
terms of their contracts. Although 
they could not prevent organisation, 
they did punish, with a severity that 
would acem to hare been untoler- 
able, thoae who for any special rea¬ 
son were found guilty. But in 1834 
the screw waa turned once too often 
when six laborers were sentenced to 
seven years’ transportation ostensib¬ 
ly for administering unlawful oaths,

sentiment then set in. The educa¬ 
tional propaganda began to teU. But 
it took forty years to reverse legisla¬ 
tion at the-hands of the alloying 
class which held the franco^ and 
made the laws.... 

If, then, with every .economic and 
legal advantage on their aloe, Eng. 
lish employers failed to destroy the 
aggreraive organization of labor, do 
American employers s<>riously ex¬ 
pect either to do away with the 
uniona, or so to impair their elTee- 
tivenesa that they will leave the field 
clear for them to make their own 
terms with each-individual laborer? 
The business agent of an employers’ 
association before a committee of 
the United States Senate is report¬ 
ed to have asserted that the labor 
leaden do not represent the rank 
and file of the unions and that tho 
labor vote is a myth. If the asso¬ 
ciated emplo.vers depend upon such 
an easy-going begging of Rie ques¬ 
tion as that to achieve their ends, 
they will find it to be a broken reed 
when they bear down hard enough 
upon it 

As for the labor vote, it only 
awaits here in the United States an 
arousing occasion and a sufficiently 
menacing pressure, which have soli¬ 
dified ind made fdrmidahls the pol¬ 
itical power of the working classes 
abroao. Though the great strike in 
Belgium failed a few yesis ago, it 
led the workingmen so to mass their 
votes for the Sooial-Democratie 
party that it lost none of its seats 
m parliament, but in Ins teeth of 
the reaction over the lost strike re¬ 
turned 83 of its representatives to 
the natsonsl legislatnre. In Holland 
the phlegmatic Dutchmen are being 
driven 1^ thousands into the Social- 
Demooratio ranks by the militsiT 
and clerical pressure emplcyed 
against them. Im Oermany, against 
aU odds, the Sodal-Democrats have 
rolled up a representation of 81 
members in the imperial parlia¬ 
ment 

That the labor vote is already pre¬ 
dominant here and Hiere among -ns 
is in evidence. The triumphs may 
be sporadic, but not more so thsn 
the early vietories of the Bepuhli- 
can party. It looks as if the labor 
vote ndd come to some consdonsDces 
of its power, and is h'kely to grow 
stronger. 

To. one of only two choices our 
employen seem to be shut up. If 
Ihe radicals among them should, 
contrary to every probability, suc¬ 
ceed in destroying or even renderii^ 
ineffeotive the ti^es unions, their 
conservative constituency, now 
ovcrwhelmin^y in the majority (?), 
would be driven into active or pas¬ 
sive identification -with the already 
well disciplined and aggressive S<^ 
cialift party, whirii is oommitteed to 


legWating private capital out of ex¬ 
istence. — 

The other choice “ accept 
trades unionism as a fact and a 
force which is here to s^ and to be 
reckoned with, sod to aid or at least 
not defeat its conservative members 
and leaders in developing a con¬ 
structive policy under the forms of 
impartial law. Will they do this, 
or -srill they, in the fitting spirit of 
competition under which they were 
developed, insist upon an unre¬ 
strained and unmodified masteryf 

Upon their answer depenus what 
Irinit of trades unionism we will 
have, or, if none at all, then how 
soon the aggressive political and 
legislating Socialism, which is sure 
to take its place, will come to its 
power.

The co-operstiye ^tem proposed 
by the Socialiste, reduced to the 
least sentimental statement, is ibis:

Damocratio party. These facts dMut him are enough to show that he 
does not come ipto the court of the people with clean hands, but that 
hia article in the current iasne of the Parry journal ia simply one of 
those pnblio effusiona that may be expected item lawyera wbo pioati- 
tiite their italenta to the interests of the ooirnpt rich. And lawy^like, 
ha starts out with a deception. To say that tiiere is a pramt crusade 
for the closed shop, vdiile in point of fact the cruasde of the present is 
that of the Parry-eites who are agitating for the open, shop, is simply 
i^t is to be expected from sndi a source. 

A closed Adp, ao.called, is simply a shop that has been unionized. 
The labor nnion is no new thing and it has been crusading for union¬ 
ized shops these many yean, and no more, relatively, now than in pre- 
vions years: So whra Mr. Qnarles talks of s “present crusade” he is 
pettifogging.
